LE Policies to be taken out ſhall be ſigned by Three or more 
| Truſtees, and Seal'd with the Seal of the SUN: By which Poli- 

cies will be Inſured Houſes, Merchandizes, Wares, Houſhold-Goods, 

Utenſils, Implements in Trade and Furniture, except Plate, ewels, 
Figures, Glaſs and China Wares not in Stock, and except Money, Ta llies, 
Books of Accompts, Bills, Notes, Writings, Wainſcot, Hearths, and Chimney- 
pieces; and alſo except the Goods, Wares or Merchandizes not being the Pro- 
perty of the Perſons Inſured, unleſs ſuch Goods or Merchandizes are partieu- 
F 5 y expreſs d in the Policy. 


1 ARTICLE II. 

All Perſons, on beſpeaking Policies, are to depoſit 5 5s. for the Stamp 

EDuties and Marks; and, to prevent Frauds and Diſputes, no Inſurance is to

Whereas Perſons inſured in other Offices are, by Agreement, obliged to 
pay and contribute towards ſuch Loſſes as from Time to Tini Hall happen, 
no.-Perſon Inſured 1n. this Office ſhall ever be liable to any Payment or Con- 
tribution towards making good any Sufferer's Loſs or Damage. 

| ARTICLE M. © TIRE 
Perſons Inſured, removing their Habitations, may have their Policy in- 
dorſed at the Office gratis; but till ſuch Indorſement, thoſe Policies to be of

5 ARTICLE V. | 

All Perſons Infured ſhall Pay their Quarteridges at the Office within fifteen 
Days after every Quarter-Day upon Forfeiture of the Benefit of their Poli- 
cies ; and, to prevent Trouble to the Inſured, any Perſon may pay for a Year 
or more before-hand. | | 

ARTICLE VI. 


When any Perſon Inſured dies, the Policy and Intereſt therein ſhall continue 


to the Executor and Adnuniſtrator of ſuch Perſon, paying their Quarteridge.

Towards raiſing a ſufficient Fund for making good all Sufferers Loſſes and 
Damages by Fire, one Moiety ſhall- be reſerved out of every Quarteridge 
which ſhall be received, and no Dividend ſhall be made of the remaining 
Motety *till fifteen Days after every Chriſtmas Day and-Mzdſummer Day, and 
all Lofſes'on the Office firſt ſatisfied and diſcharged. © | 

ARTICLE VIIL 

Perſons Inſured, ſuſtaining any Loſs or Damage by Fire, muſt give Notice 
thereof as ſoon as may be, and deliver a particular Account of ſuch Loſs or 
Damage at the Office ; and upon making Oath before a Judge, or Maſter in 
Chancery, (if within ten Miles of London) or before a Juſtice of the Peace, 
or other Perſons impower'd to take Affidavits in the Country, within fifteen 
Days after ſuch Fire, upon producing ſuch Affidavit and Certificate, ſigned 
by the Miniſter, Churchwardens, or other Head Officers, together with ſome 
- other eminent Houſe-keepers of ſuch Pariſh or Place where ſuch Fire happen'd, 
who are acquainted with the Perſon, Reputation and Circumſtances of the 


Sufferer, -

gufferer, importing that they do know, or verily believe, that the Sufferer 
has really, and by Misfortune, loſt by ſuch Fire the Sum mentioned in ſuch 
Afidavit, ſhall receive full Satisfaction for ſuch Loſs or Damage according 
to theſe Propoſals ; but if there appears any Fraud or Perjury, ſuch Sufferer 
ſhall be excluded from all Benefit by their Policies. 
ARTICLE I. 

When any Sufferer receives a Claim, 3 J. per Cent. ſhall be deducted out of 

i, for defraying Charges; which is leſs than other Fire-Offices deduct.

Within fifteen Days after every Quarter-Day, there will be a Meeting of 
te Truſtees at the ſaid Office, when all Claims will be adjuſted according to 
tie Tenor of theſe Propoſals. 
ARTICLE AL 

For the further Encouragement of all Perſons, there are actually employ'd 
1 the Service of the ſaid Office (within the Bills of Mortality) Thirty Able. 
plied Firemen, cloathed in Blue Liveries, having Silver Badges with the 
zu Mark upon their Arms, and Twenty able Porters likewiſe wearing Silver 
Ages with the Sun Mark, who are always ready to aſſiſt in quenching Fires 
removing Goods, having . Bonds for their Fidelity. And a proper 
umber of able Perſons to aſſiſt in putting out Fires will be provided in any of 
ke Cities and great Towns in this Kingdom, where the ſame ſhall be re- 
red, agreeable to the Number of Inſurances made by this Office in ſuch re- 
eve Cities and great Towns. 

— ARTICLE XII. 

The true Intent and Meaning of theſe Propoſals is, that the Money reſer- 
(, according to the 7th Article, ſhall be paid the Sufferers within fifteen 


7s after every Quarter-Day, in Proportion to their Loſſes on their re- 
ve Inſurances. 


a ARTICLE XIII. 
Io prevent Frauds, Perſons Inſured by this Office ſhall receive no Benefit by 
ir Policies, if the ſame Houſes or Goods are Inſured by any other Office.
